Egan Talks About the Money Freely—The 
Days News from Over the Sea— 
A Canard. 


THE TREASURER. 
SUDDEN APPEARANCE IN NEW YORK 
CITY. 

New York, March 13.—[Special.|—Patrick 
Egan, the ex-Treasurer of the Irish Land 
League, whose disappearance from Dublin 
was announced in London last Thursday, 
arrived in this city on Monday evening and 
went to the Grand Central Hotel. There he 
was found tonight by a TripuNE reporter in 
company with P. J. Sheridan, James Fitz- 
gerald of Boston, and two other friends. 
Mr. Egan is about five feet six inches in 
hight, wears a short, reddish beard slightly 
tinged with gray, is of slight build, and has 
a pleasant mauner. When asked by the re- 
porter how he escaped, Mr. Egan exclaimed: 
“Escaped? Escaped?” 

“ He doesn’t know what it means; that is 
too American,” said Mr. Fitzgerald. The 
truth is, he didn’t escape. Ile went quietly 
from Dublin to Holyhead by steamer; from 
Holyhead he went to Dublin, and—would 
you believe it?—in London he went to the 
Hduse of Parliament and sat there during a 
debate. Then he went to Paris, and from 
thence to Rotterdam, whence he sailed by 
the W. A. Sholten to New York. Is not that 
so, Egan?“ he said, turning to the latter. 

Mr. Egan nodded his head and laughed. 

But, Mr. Egan, what were you doing in 
Paris?“ asked the reporter. 

“I went to Paris on purpose to collect evi- 
dence to prove that Sheridan was not in 
Dublin at the time Casey said he was. The 
evidence was complete in Paris to that ef- 
fect. It proved his whereubouts at the al- 
leged time, and also showed that Casey’s evi- 
dence was malicious and false.“ 

* Did you disguise yourself as a priest to 
escape from Dublin?“ 

Look at my beard,“ he answered. does 
that look as it I could have ‘escaped’ as a 
priest?“ 

“ How long were you on the voyage?“ 

Sixteen days trom Rotterdam.“ 

His beard showed six months’ growth. 

How long do you scarf ?” the reporter 
-+ next asked. 

Three months. I — to visit Boston, 
Chicago, and especially Philadelphia, to at- 
tend the convention. You know Parnell said 
if Parliament left the land question alone, as 
he thought it would, about the 14th he would 
come to America. Weare waiting for him, 
and if he comes I will attend the meetings to 
receive him.“ 

How long do you stay in New York ?” 

Not ionger than ten days. 

WHAT MR. EGAN SAID TO INQUIRERS. 

New York, March 13.—Patrick Egan, the 
former Treasurer of the Irish Land League, 
arrived today. When asked the name of the 
vessel on which he arrived, and the port 
from which he sailed, he asked to be ex- 
cused, answering that to do so would give a 
clew to private matters. Egan says the pub- 
lications here respecting his escape from 
Dublin are entirely without foundation. 
Egan, in answer to the question, said: 

“The chief purpose of my visit is com- 
mercial. Ihave been long wanting to visit 
Chicago, St. Louis, St. Paul, and other 
large fiour-exporting centres, in connec- 
tion with the business of my firm 
in Dublin, as we deal largely 
in American flour, and my decision to come 
here was hastened by the urgent request of 
Sheridan that I mould give evidence in the 
extradition proceedings pending, and also by 
strong letters from Mooney, a resident 
American Land-Leaguer, and other friends, 
who pressed me to come to America to give 
the leaders of the movement here such infor- 
mation as is in my power regarding the situa- 
tion athome. Although at this moment the 
National cause is surrounded by some dif- 
culties, the prospect is entirely hopeful. 1 
have always held, with John Mitchell, that 
the more England is obliged to coerce us— 
the more tightly she is obliged to put.on the 
screw—the sooner will we attain our inde- 
pendence. The brutality practiced in the last 
couple years by the Liberals, or, as O’Con- 
nell truly called them, ‘the base, bloody, 
and brutal Whigs,’ has widened the gulf 
between England and Ireland one hundred 
told. I am firmly convinced the present 
state of things must result before long in the 
attainment by the Irish people of some meas- 
ure of national self-government. As a mat- 
ter of course the Government would be 
wanting in its duty if ut did not do every- 
thing possible.to break up the assasination 
conspiracy and convict its members, pro- 

ed it acted fairly and squarely, but the 
whole course adopted towards the men now 
under arrest has been, to my mind, simply 
atrocious. They arrested a number of men 
whom they believed to belong to a Fenian 
organization, and marched them into the 
Castle Yard before a window, behind which 
were a number of wretched people who were 
thus able to arrange their identifications and 
their stories. The prisoners have been kept 
in close confinement, without opportunity of 
communicatmg with their families, or ar- 
ranging a defense. Every means has been

ent location on the South } used to spread terror. The result is that the 


defense has been a mere scrambie, provided, 
in some cases, by private subscriptions, and 


they would spend £50,000 to hang Egan. 
PACKED JUKIES. 

“In capital cases the prisoner has twenty 
challenges. ‘The Crown has an unlimited 
right to chailenge. The prisoner soon ex- 
hausts his twenty, and as each Catholic, Lib- 
eral, Presbyterian, Methodist, or Quaker is 
called the Crown orders him to stand aside, 
and by this process selects a jury of twelve 
Tories. 

With a jury of this kind the prosecuting 
Judge and a well-coached battalion of bribed 
testimony, the castle can, if they so desire, 
convict with perfect certainty Cardinal Me- 
Cabe or Bishop McEvily. It is now ad- 
mitted at the castle, one of the officials 
made an admission to myself, that Hynes was 
hanged in the wrong, that they now know the 
real murderer of Doulaghy, but that, having 
hanged Hynes for 1t, they do not want to 
open up the case again. Beyond à doubt, 
four others—Walsh, Myles Joyce, Poff, and 
Barrett—were innocent of the crimes for 
which they suffered. The charges against 
Sheridan are absolutely ridiculous, Forster 
repeated in the Commons that Sheridan was 
constantly going back and forth from me in 
Paris to ontrage-mongers in the West of Ire- 
land. Asa matter of fact, Sheridan left Ire- 
land for Paris in October, 1881, and has only 
returned there once since. That visit was 
made in December, 1881, when he was, 
of course, disguised, as a Warrant for 
his arrest had been issued. His object 
then was to investigate and harmonize cer- 
tain alleged difficulties iu connection with 
the Ladies’ Land League. I then gave him 
£100, half of which he was to give the Rev. 
Mr. Lawler, of Valencia, for the relief of 
evicted tenants in great need. He also gave 
other. sums to evicted tenants, and gave the 
vouchers for all expenditures. 

LADY FLORENCE DIXIE. 

Inu April, 1881, Richard Pigott wrote me 
that he had been offered £500 by the castle 
officials to publish a statement in his paper, 
the Irishman, alleging a misappropriation 
of Land-League funds. Hesaid he needed 
money, and threatened to accept the offer 
unless 1 sent him 2900. Of course 
I refused, and defied him to do 
his worst. Sabsequently a pamphlet, the 
manuscript of which was in Pigott’s 
handwriting, was set up in type for Lady 
Florence Dixie. She became frightened at 
the serious charges against the leaders of the 
Land League, and gave orders that the few 
copies printed should be burned and the 
forms broken up. I secured one of the cop 


Florence Dixie are those then made in the 
pamphlet. Of course they are utterly false. 
My accounts have been thoroughly audited 
by John Dillon, the Rey. Father Sheehy, and 
Matthew Harris. No complaints have ever 
been made by the actual subscribers to the 
Land-League fund. The balance of the fund 
on hand at the time of the national 
conference in Dubiln in October last was 
£31,900. The amount was increased by some 
small amounts received afterwards, and out 
of it there has been sent to the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin for the Mansion House Committee 
for the relief of the evicted tenants £4,000. 
Thege have been expended by a committee, 
eomposed of Parnell, John Dillon, and Ar- 
thur O’Connor, £2,500 for the relief of evicted 
tenants. Some other small amounts have 
also been expended. There is now on hand 
between £25,000 and £26,000, all of which is 


‘invested in American securitiesin the names 


of five trustees.”’ 
PROGRAM. 

Egan will attend the Land-League Con- 
vention the 25th inst. at Philadelphia. Par- 
nell or Sexton will be there also, if possible; 
but both cannot be absent the same time 
from Parliament. Egan expects to be in this 
country three or four months, and will not 
make speeches in his travels.

CONDITION OF THE PRISONERS. 

The men in Kilmainham Prison —— 
with conspiracy to murder continue in 
health, with the exception of Patrick De- 
laney, who Was charged with attempting to 
murder Judge Lawsone They are kept in 
solitary confinement, with the exception of 
two hours every day, when they are marched 
around the yard atacertain distance from 
each other. Even when one of them is 
allowed to see his legal adviser a large 
table separates them, and the Warden is 
present at the interview. Ample precautions 
are taken to prevent the prisoners from es- 
caping. Beside the armed police, the jail is 
guarded both by day and night by soldiers. 
The prisoners have been notified that their 
trial will be begun on April 9. They will be 
tried on three counts—namely: The Phenix 
Park murders, the attempted murder of 
Juror Field, and conspiracy.

FEE-FIENDS. 


The Iowa City Cooler a Bonanza for 
Constabies and Tramps. 

fawa Crrfy, la., March 18, — (Special. -The 
Republican ‘tomorrow will publish an arti- 
cle exposing a scheme whereby the county 
is bein swindled out of large sums of money 
by Constables and other oflicers of the law. 
It says: The number of tramps that have 
been infesting this city for the last year has 
been so large that the police foree has been 
inereased, and the city has been ‘made to 


suffer largely by thieving and other crime. . 


What was remarkable was that no other town 
has been so inflicted by tramps. Beginning 
with early last falt they have been so numer- 
ous that the city-hall cooler and the 
county jail have been crowded, especialty 
during the night. The officers were kept 
busy making arrests, and the people felt un- 
safe unless they saw the tramps locked up 
before nightfall. The morning of each day 
the miscreants were taken before a Justice 
of the Peace, and, being without money, they 
were allowed to go free on the promise that 
they would leave the town. The tramps then 
departed for the outskirts of the city, where 
they slept in barns, begged and stole at 
farm-houses, and about evening returned 
to the city and were rearrested, 
jailed, and let out the following morning on 
the terms of the day before, only to repeat 
the performance, thus giving themselves a 
good night’s lodging, supper, and breakfast, 
the .officers getting an average of $7 a day 
apiece for arresting and trying them. 
BRINGING IN TRAINFULS. 

The favorit places for arresting the tramps 
have been at the depots, where they have 
made a reign of terror. In several instances 
they have tried to take charge of /passenger- 
trains. Only the other night some twenty 
fellows boarded the east-bound passenger on 
the Rock Island. ‘They were beaten back by 
the train-men and passengers. The police 
were sent for and the rascals put in jail, 

The arrest at the depots of the tramps 
gives color to the affair, as the citizens ha 
been led to believe that Iowa City is a Me 
for all the mendicants in the State, and that 
as fust as one lot is run off another cargo 
comes in to take their place, and, of course, 
there is nothing to be done ~~ to arrest 
them.

KEIPER’S NEPHEW. 
THE LATE SPEAKER AS A BULLDOZER OF 
SKILLED WORKMEN. 

WasninaTon, D. C., March 13.— [Special.] 
—The Keifer nepotism does not improve 
with time. It now appears that an attempt 
was made to compel the two regular stenog- 
raphers to divide the salary of one during 
the nine months’ recess in order that Keifer’s 
nephew might enjoy a sincure undisturbed. 
That arrangement is said to have been made. 
The following are reported to be the details: 
On the last day of his term as Speaker Keifer 
removed one of the two official stenographers 
of the House committees (Tyson) and ap- 
pointed his nephew to the vacancy. 
The other stenographer is Daw- 
son, an lowa man, A friend 
of Dawson said today :- When Keifer de- 
termined to remove Tyson, in order to make 
a place for his nephew, he sent for Dawson 
and told him that he would be expected to 
divide his own salary with Tyson until the 
meeting of the next Congress. Dawson said 
that this was a great surprise to him and 
would greatly embarrass him, for he had 
entered into financial obligations with the 
expectation of receiving his own salary dur- 
ing that period. Ile asked time to consult 
with some friends. The Speaker gruffly in- 
formed him that no time couid be allowed; that 
the matter must be settled at once, and that 
Dawson could take his choice—divide his 
own salary with Tyson or hand in his resig- 
nation. Ot course, under these circum- 
stances, Dawson decided to take half a loaf 
rather than no bread. 

This transaction came to the knowledge of 
the Disbursing Clerk of the House yesterday, 
and he said thatif Mr. Dawson did not re- 
ceive the full salary it should remain in the 
Treasury, as he was forbidaen to recognize 
any such arrangement as that made 
by the late Speaker. Before payin 
any mone to Dawson he wi 
require a full statement aud have a com- 

lete understanding with regard to it. Mr.

For reasons which possibly may never be 
understood, no action was taken upon 
the recommendation- of the committee 
that the land-grant be forfeited. Practically, 
no work has ever been done under this char- 
ter. The charter has long been considered 
of little value. There is a report here, how- 
ever, that Mr. Manning and some associates 
have obtained control of it tor a small con- 
sideration, and that an effort Will now be 
made to proceed with the construction of the 
road on the theory that the land-grant may 
be saved, provided work shall be begun and 
there shall be any reasonable prospect when 
the next Congress shall assemble that the 
road wilt

LABOR MANIFESTO. 

The Board of Directors appointed by the 
Central Committee on- Labor Organization, 
appointed by authority of the last congress 
ot the National Labor Union, submit to the 
organized. trade-unions and assemblies of 
labor of the United States a manifesto head- 
ed, “To Your Tents; O Israel.” The mani- 
festo denounces the majority of the Senate 
as lawyers retained by federated capitalists, 
demands an extra session of Congress as a 
remedy for impending strikes, and advises 
all wage-workmen to join their trades-unions 
or the Knights of Labor, and present an un- 
broken front. The manifesto denvuces the 
abrupt suspension of the Senate investiga- 

f the -relations between capital 
and labor, and says> “This action, 
coupled with the later proceedings inimi- 
eal to the interests of wageworkers, con- 
vinced the Board of Directors of the insin- 
cerity and hollow by pocrtey of the profes- 
sions of the majority of the Senate. The 
complete subjection of our legislators to the 
moneyed power has never been more clearly 
demonstrated than by the recent tariff legis- 
lation of the Forty-seveuth Congress, which 
threatens to result in immediate and dis- 
tressing reduction of wagesin many great 
manufacturing establishments of the coun- 
try. The attempt will naturally lead to 
strikes and consequent misery and want 
Possibly. riot and disorder will ensue, and 
blame will be sought as usual to be attached 
to the poor workmen instead of the gay 
and festive’ liars, hypocrits, jugglers, and 
publie plunderers, Who basely abuse the 
powers reposed in them by a confiding peo- 
ple. 

TREASURY INSTRUCTIONS. 

The Treasury Department has issued in- 
structions to the Collectors of Customs that 
shellac varnish manufactured in Canada out 
of American alcoho! imported in bond from 
the United States shall be subject to duty on 
reimportation on a value not less than the 
value of the materjals—viz.: alcohol and 
shellac—in the open markets of Canada. 
Heretofore this article has been valued for 
ad valorem duty at a nominal price in bond 
upon the ground that there Was 
no market value in Canada for 
this kind of  vyarnish.

The Overflowed Mississippi fram Mem- 
phis to the White River. 

TERRENE, Miss., March 13.— [Special. — 
Your correspondent after a cruise in the 
overflowed. regions for more than a week, 
from immediately south of Memphis to this 
place, just opposit the mouth of White 
River, is prepared to send the* first batch of 
his experience as follows: From the bluffs 
south of Memphis to the Phil Allen cut-off 
at Council Bend, forty miles below, the river 
is not so high, on account of this cut-off, 
which causes the water to rush with such 
rapidity and force through it that the sur- 
plus water is thrown into the country 
below and causes a greater overflow than 
above. From Memphis to that polat the sit- 
uation is not such a disastrous one. The 
planters of that section aresuffering but very 
little from the flood, while below there it is 
nearly impossible to to give a correct idea of 
the state of affairs. On the Arkansas side of 
the river Peter’s Landing is the first point 
below the cut-off, and is Dr. Peter's planta- 
tion, which comprises nearly all of the land 
in Council Bend. This land is entirely un- 
der water, and most ot the negroes have left. 
There is nething but water from this 
landing west to the hills on the west side of 
the St. Francis River, with the excep tion of 
the few Indian mounds and high ridges, 
now the’ refuge of cattle and stock of all 


kinds, whieh were driven there before the 
flood became so great. With these tame 
animals. are to be seen herds of deer, and 
sometimes a panther and wolt. all seeking 
for a resting-place above the angry waters. 

On the Mississippi sideof the river, at Com- 
merce, near Star Landing, there is an 
enormous crevasse through which the water 
has been rushing for seme time, laying the 
country inside the levees under water, tear- 
ing duwn fences and houses, and doing much 
damage to the farmers by destroying the 
stock and washing great holes and gullies in 
the fields, 

At Austin, Miss., there is another great 
crevasse, n by the levve break- 
ing in 1883, immediately in front of the town, 
and so great was the force of the water that an 
ENTIRE BLOCK OF HOUSES WASSWEPT AWAY. 
This was never repaired, and now the flood 
is as great as K was last year. At Askew’s 
Post-Office, Ark., many of the people are 
living in weir lofts and on top of heir houses. 
At Walnut Bend much the same condition 
of alfairs;exists. At the mouth of the St. 
Francis River several families have sought 
refuge ina sawmill, in which have been 
placed all the saddle-horses of the commu- 
nity, all the work-stock having been driven 
to the hills. When the water begins to re- 
cece, horseback will be the only means of 
locomotion; as the water is not deep enough 
for a boat, and is too deep for wading. | arge 
numbers of hogs and cattle are being 
drowned in the St. Francis Niver ms. 
From thé mouth of the St. Francis to Helena 
there is nothing visible but water, with now 
and then a house-top or a high mound to be 
seen above the flood. g 

At Helena the onl int above the over- 
flow south of Memphis until Greenville, 
about 300 miles south of Helena, is reached 
there are great numbers of refugees from all 
the country around. This place is the ter- 
minus of two railroads—the Iron Mountain 
& Sontifern and the Arkansas Midland. The 
latter is now the only road running in the 
eastern portion of the State, it ng but 
slightly inconvenienced by the water, and 
making a transfer at only one place. 

The country below Helena is in a bad con- 
dition, and the prospect of a short crop is 
almost certain, as the water will no doubt 
remain up some time yet. Corn willbe about 
the only crop raised, The difficulty of get- 
ting the negroes to return to the bottoms is 
increasing, as they express themselves deter- 
mined to live in the hills adjacent to Helena, 
where the land is almost as rieh as in the 
bottoms, and where there is no fear from 
overflow. 

Glendale, Miss., opposit Helena, the ter- 
minus of the Mobile & Northwestern Road, 
is completely overflowed. Many of the in- 
habitants have left, while others were forced 
to remain. A great deal ot the track of the

An Earthquake itn Harford County, 
Maryland. | 


Bavtrwore, Md., Mareh 18.—[Speelal.]— | 


The people in Harford County, in this State, 


are very much excited over an earthquake 


shock of very considerable severity which 
was felt through a portion of the county on 
Sunday evening last, Harford County is 
east of Baltimere County, touching the Sus- 
quehanna River on the east. ‘The portion 
affected by the shock is not thickly popu- 
lated, and news of it has been slow in trayel- 
ing. The shock seems to have been first feit 
in Long Green Valley, in the eastern pgrt of 
Baltimore County. and then to 
have traveled northeasterly through 
Harford, taking in a area about ten 
miles in diameter and passing about five 
miles north of Belair, the county-seat of 
Harford. There was a momentary vibration 
of the earth, which was accompanied by a 
loud report like that of a cannon or a blast, 
and a rumbling noise as of thunder. So 
violent was the shock that houses shook, fur- 
nituré rattled, and croekery upon shelves 
was thrown down and smashed. Women 
rushed sereaming from the houses, while 
people who were outside and felt me shock 
made haste to get indoors. A gentleman liy- 
ing near Forest Hill was thre wn from his chair 
by the force of the shock. The earthquake was 
the most severe in he Wilm peighborhood, 
about five miles from Belair. It was also feit 
up through Forest Hill and Pleasantville. 
It came at an hour When many families were 
at supper, and the plates upon the rat- 
tled and the house walls shook. The alarm 
was very great. It was all over in an in- 
stant, but nothing else has been talked about 
in that neighborhood since.

Ice Broken Up in the Yellowstone and

Sr. Pau, Minn., March 12.—[Special.]—A 
special from Livingstone, Mont., to the 
Pioneer-Press says the Upper Yellowstone 
and all of its tributaries are broken up, and 
the ice has gone out without doing any 
damage. Superintendent Ainslie broke the 
ice at the mouth of the Tongue, Big Horn, 
Rosebud, and Powder Riyers by the applica- 
tion of dynamite. This powerful explosive 
was applied by boring a hole in the ice and 
planting dynamite cartridges, which, when 
exploded, would shatter the iee. The weather 
is clear from Glendive to the Rocky Mount- 
ains and as warm as spring. There is no 
snow in the Yellowstone, and on the north 
side of the Buttes the snowfall in the mount- 
ains Is no-heavier than usual, and there is no 
danger of high water in the Yellowstone or 
any of its tributaries.

OBITUARY. 


Chicf-Juastice White, of Ohio. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., March 12.—{Cincinnatl En- 
quirer.]—The startling news was telephoned up- 
town from the family residence on North Lime- 
stone street that Judge White died tonight ata 
quarter to ll o'clock. He had been attacked by 
aspasm or convulsion, which is characteristic 
of Bright's disease, with which he was afflicted, 
and death ensued ina few migdtes, the victim 
being uuabie to recognize anybody or say any- 
thing. His death is a painful surprise to the 
people, for, While they feared his iliness was 
dangerous, the physicians spoke in the most 
encouraging terms. and the public generally 
believed he was on the road to recovery. 

At Il o'clock a telegram aunouncing his death 
was sent to Gen. Keifer at Washington. Judge 
White leaves a wife, a son, Charies K. White, 
Esq.. law partner of Gen. Keifer, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Robert C. Rodgers and Mrs. 
Nora White, so well known in society here and 
at Washington. The deep grief of the family is 
shared by the people universally, for Judge 
White was a man of the people and supported 
by all parties. He wasa pioneer resident here, 
and Springfield is proud to claim the home of 
aman who had risem from a poor, hard-work- 
ing boy to the eminence he attained by the ap- 
pointment of the President shortly previous to 
his death. 

Judge William White, the recently-appointed 
United States District Judge for the Southern 
District of Ohio, who died at his home in Spring- 
field last night, was one of the ablest and purest 
jurists in this State. He was born in Eogiand 
on the 28th of January, 1822, and his parents 
dying while be was very young, Mr. White, in 
company with his uncle, came to America in 
1831. He took up his residence at Springfield, O., 
and became apprentice to a cabinetmaker, 
where he served six years. But the ambition of 

young man was too lofty and his mind 
too active to allow him to remain at bis trade. 
With the money he had saved, Jane White 
acquired a high-school educadon. is ability 
and character attracted the attention of Wiil- 
jam A. Kogers, a prominent lawyer of Clark 
County, and the young man was encoura 
to study for the bar. In 1846 the deceased was 
admitted to the practice of the law, and entered 
into partnership witb bis patron and preceptor, 
Mr. Rogers. Mr. White was chosen Prosecuting 
Attorney of Clark County in 1847, which posi- 
tion he held for eight years with credit to bim- 
self and satisfaction to his constituents. In 1856 
Judge White was nominated as an independent 
candidate for Common Pleas Judge in tue dis- 
trict composed of Clark. Greene, Warren, and 
Clinton Counties, and was triumphantly elected, 
and was reélected to the same position in 1861. 
At the breaking out of the War Gov. Brough 
appointed Mr. White to fil a vacancy upon the 
Supreme Bench of Ohio, and almost up to the 
date of his death be continued to be an hon- 
orable member of the highest authority in the 
State. . 

The decisions of the late Judge were noted for 
accuracy and depth of investigation rather than 
brilliancy, and his opinions bave been consid- 
ered standard authority in the Supreme Courts 
of almost every State. Judge White was mar- 
ried in 1847 to Miss Rachel Stout, dauchter of 
Charles Stout, of Springfield. Several children 
survive their father, one of whom, Charles R., is 
a prominent attorney. Tne honored dead was 
in politics a stanch Republican, but no oue ever 
imputed to him other thaa the purest motives, 
and his life is one worthy of emulation. From a 
poor boy he rose, by his Own exertions, to the 
Supre e Court ot this Slate, and was only a few 
weeks ago confirmed as United States District 
Judge, to succeed the late Philip B. Swing.

THE DUKES MURDER TRIAL. 


The Evidence All In, and the Ad- 
dresses to the Jury to Begin 
This Morning. ° 


Usrontown, Pa., March 13.—When the Dukes- 
Nutt murder trial was resumed this morning 
Joseph Nutt, son of the deceased, was put on 
the stand to prove that be bad seen Dukes drop 
au anonymous letter reflecting on his sister in 
the road near bis father’s house. Tais evidence 
was ruled out. P 

The letters which Dukes had written to Capt. 
Nutt were then offered in evidence, and, against 
the strenuous protest of the defense, were ad- 
mitted. They were read to the jury by Mr. 
Pmyferd, and created a profound sensation in 
the court-room. In pointof infamy they were 
fully up to expectations. The prosecution here 
rested. 

The defense in opening proved that Dukes 
had said to Mrs. Jennings, as she left the room 
after the fatal meeting, that he was sorry for 
what he bad done, but be had acted onty in selt- 
defense, as Capt. Nutt would have killed bim if 
he had not kilied Nutt. 

The most importaut evideuce for the prisoner 


this afternvon was the letter of Capt. 
Nutt, threatening to take Dukes’ life 
unless the latter should make _ reparation 
for the ruin of his daughter. This 


letter was very emphatic, and distinetiy teils 
Dukes that it ne did not do his duty as a man he 
would have to suffer death. The testimony of 
the Commonweaith that Dukes snot Nutt when 
the latter was resting and making 
ne threatening movements was, practically 
unshaken. After a large number of witnesses 
had been examined to showa good character for 
Dukes the case was closed so far as evidence is 
concerned, and court adjourned till morning. 
The addresses to, the jury will be made tomor- 
row, and by evening the case will bein their 
hands. 
THE DEFENDANT. 

Nicholas Lyman Dukes, the man charged 
with this terribie offense, presents the appear- 
ance and dress of a geutieman. His full. 
round, and whiskeriless face has too muon 
of grossness and sensuality to be pos- 
itively intelleciual but nevertheless it 
is an intelligent countenauce. On 
his right cheek, under the eye, is a red scar, or 
birth-mark. He bus a curved mouta. promt 
nent nose, dark eyes, and a broad, full fore- 
head. He 1s dressed now, as always, with great 
attenGop to personal appearance. His strong, 
compact form—the build of an athtete—whicn 
is topped off with a thick neck and big head, 


He demeans himself with entire nonchalahce, 
and watches the proceedings with the iistiess 
air but attentive eur which a lawyer naturally 
acquires by familiarity with court-room prac- 
tices. His well-known contidence in his legal 
acquittal, and the implicitness with which he 
relies on bis able counsel, seem manitest ia 


his bearing. Dukes and Mr. Boyle fre 
quentiy lay their heads together across 
the corner of the tabie and con- 


sult with each other. The prisover ranks at this 
bar as a fair lawyer, and his suggestions, par- 
ticularly ja a case in which bis own life is at 
stake, are worth beediog. Prior to the murtier 
which he committed his prospects for profes- 
siouul reputation were excellent. No young 
man at the bar ranked bigher or seemed to have 
a brighter future. But lying across his horizon 
now are clouds which even a legal acquittal will 
not dissipate. 


PORTER’S LETTERS. 


What Is Thought of Mis Alleced In- 
vestization of the Condition of Euro- 
pean Artisans, 

The commupications printed in the New York 
Tribune, purporting to give the facts as to the 
moral, physical, and social condition of English 
and Scotch operatives, mill-hands, and me- 
chanics, as observed by Mr. Robert P. Porter, of 
the late Tariff Commission, are not to be allowed 
to pass unchallenged. Persons conversant with 
the actual condition of the working people both 
in this country and in Europe have undertaken 
to criticise both his methods of obtaining in- 
formation and his conciusious, as will be seen 
from the following letters addressed to the New 
York paper which published Mr. Porter's 
stories: 

DanBy, Delaware County, Pa., Feb. 3.—([Edi- 
tor New York Tribune.|—Sir: | have been read- 
ing Mr. Porter's articles on the condition of the 
factory operatives in Europe, and as I have 
been a reader of the Tribune since I was a boy. 
in fact learned my Kepublicapism from it, lam 
beginning tu feel somewhat disgusted with this 
cry of pauper labor that we hear so much about, 
and | think if Mr. Porter would visit this village 
I could show him a great difference between the 
native and Eayglish mill hauds, and that to the 
credit of the Eugiish—ia intelligence, and mor- 
ality, and pbhysicaliy the superiors of the 
native operatives in and around Philadelphia. 
And there is good reason for this. The York- 
shiremen teli me that the English take care of 
their children; that they do not go to work too 
early; and wuen they do go to work they are 
only haif-timers, and that they must go to 
school. Now what a sad contrast is that with 
what we have bere! In this village there is a 
corporation presided over by a prominent citi- 
zeu of New York, who ran on the Republican 
ticket last November for Congress, in the per- 
son of William L. Strong. 

This company works email children from 6:45 
a.m. until 8 p. m., with forty-five minutes at 
noon. Some of these children have a mile to go 
after 8 p. m. to their homes. Now, if Mr. Porter 
should go through this village be would see 
‘children from lv years up eating their supper at 
8:00 p. m. after a days work of twelve anda 
half hours. Now, what kind of men and women 
will these children muke, especially the giris? 
Let Mr. Porter come and see these tittle pincned 
faces, and tell us what be thinks of American 
operatives, and aiso of the American stockhold- 
ers like Mr. William L. Strong, of your city, and 
would-be Congressman. 1 have worked in a 
factory since | was 10 years old, and that is my 
only excuse for writing this, 1 am tboroughbly 
disgusted with the cry of pauper labor of 
Europe. | JAMES MCG AHEY. 

[Concerning the statements made in the above 
letter, Mr. Strong said to a Tribune reporter the 
other day: Early last fall we found we could 
not produce our goods fast enough to meet our 
orders. At first we thought of employing a 
force to run the mills at night, but, findmg that 
we could not find enough competent operatives, 
we concluded to run extra hours, providing our 
empioyés would cousent. The matter was put 
to a vote, and all but ten or twelve were in favor 
ot the plan. The hours of labor are from 6:45 to 
11:45 a. m., 12:45 to 5:45 p. m., and from 6:45 to 
8:45 in the evening. This pian will be continued 
until May or June, whep the ten-hours system 
will be resumed.] 

| THE SCOTCH SIDE OF IT.

Missouri's New High-L'ceonse Law, 
JEFFERSON Crry, March 13.— [Special. — 


Durjng the campaign in this State last fall it 
became evident that a determined effort 
would be made upon the assempling of the 
Legislature to submit to the people for their 
vote at the next general election in Novem- 
ber, 1884, an amendment to the Constitution 
similar to those lately adopted in the States 
of lowaand Kansas forbidding the manu- 
facture or sale of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage within the limits of the Common- 
Wealth. The Republicans of the State, al- 
though they had adopted asumptuary plank 
in their platform at their State Conven- 
tion, were accused on the stump of 
being in favor of prohibition, while the De- 
mocracy made a canvass suited to location 


and constituencies, but generally advanced 

idea the party was opposed to pro- 
hibition. ‘The consequence was that, while a 
number of Democrats caine to the Legisiat- 
ure as pronounced anti-Prohibitionists, they 
were handicapped by promises made to their 
constituents that they would, if the question 
came up, vote in favor of submission. 
Among these latter were several who are 
aiming to secure a place on the next State 
tieket. A prohibition amendment 
produced in the House, and the 
pledged submissionists hope to dodge the 
fulfillment of their promises by having it 
killed in the caucus. In this they failed, but 
when the matter came up in the House an 
amendment was shrewdly tacked ou Jooking 
toward indemnifying the distillers, brewers, 
and others who would suffer financial loss 
by the adoption into the Constitution of a 
prohibitory amendment. A motion to lay 
this indgmnity amendment on the table was 
carried, Taking the origina! proposition with 
it, and thus this bugbear was out of the way 
in the one branch of General Assem- 
bly, while in the Senate the 
Committee on Constitutional Amendmeuts 
killed it by an adverse report and 
indefinit postponement. in order, however, 
to provide for the contingency of its passing, 
a bill was introduced providing that amend- 
ments to the Constitution might be sub- 
mitted to the ple at special elections as 
well as general. It was thus hoped to remove 
the question of prohipition from the next 
Gubernatorial campaign and leave the candi- 
dates unburdened by its dead weight. This 
measure died in the Senate. While the 
House was oocusied in killing off prohibi- 
tion, the Senate busied itseif with the sub- 
ject of high license. Several bills were in- 
troduced making the laws more stringent, 
and increasing the penaities for violations. 
Mr. Downing on Jan. 9 last, six days after 
the opening of the session, introduced the 
bill, which, after being reported back from 
the Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence, 
with amendments, on Jan. 18, with a recom- 
mendation that it do pass, was recommitted 
to the same committee. Jan. 23 the bill went 
into the House, and after being slightly 
amended there-passed that body today bya 
vote of 71 yeas to 51 nays, receiving just the 
constitutional majority necessary to pass it. 
Several efforts to further amend it and also 
to indefinitly postpone it were lost. 

The following is the full text of the bill: 

HOW TO APPLY FOR A LICENSE. 

Sec. 1. Applications for a license as a dram- 
shop-keeper shall be made in writing to the 
County Court, md shail state specificaliy where 
the dramshop isto be kept, and if the court 
shall be of opinion tha. the adplicant is a persou 
of good character the court may rane a license 
for six months; provided, owever, that 
if the court shall be of the opinion that the 
applicant isa person of good character, and the 
petition required ia Sec. 5,442 of this chapter 
contains the proper names subscribed thereto 
ot two-thirds of the assessed tax-puying citi- 
zens, as shown by the last previous annual 
assessment of the city, incorporated town, or 
municipal township where such dramshop is to 
be kept, then the court shall grant such license. 


BONDS REQUIRED. 


Sec. 2. Before sucn license shall be granted 
the court sbail require of the person applyme 
for it a bond to be given to the county in the 
sum of $2,000 with two or more securities to be 
approved by the court, conditioned that the 
person obtaining such license shall keep at all 
times an orderly house, and that he will not seil. 
give away, or otherwise dispose of or allow the 
same to be done about his premises any intoxi- 
cating liquor in any quantity to auy minor 
withont the consent of the parent, master, or 
guardian of such minor, and conditioned that he 
will not violate any of the provisions ot this 
chapter, and that be will pay ali fines, penalties, 
and forfeitures which shall be adjudged against 
him under the provisious of this chapter. 

LICENSE FEES. 

Sec. 3. Upon every such license there shall be 
levied a tax of not less than $25 nor more than 
$200 for State purposes, not less than $250 nor 
more than $400 for county purposes, for every 

riod of six months, the amount of tax inevery 
nstance to be determined by the court granting 
the license. 


THE PETITIONS NECESSARY TO THE OBTAIN- 
ING OF A LICENSE. 


Sec. 4. It shall not be lawful for any County 
Court in this State or Clerk thereof in vacation 
to grant any license to keep a drameshop in any 
town or city containing 2,500 inhabitants or 
more until a majority of the taxpaying 
citizens in the bieck or square in which the 
dramshbop is to be kept shall sigu a petition ask- 
ing for sucb license to keep a dramsbop in such 
block or square in such town or city, nor in any 
city containing less than 2.500 inhabitants, nor 
in any incorpormed towa or municipal tewn- 
ship until a majority both of assessed taxpayimng 
citizens therein and in the block or 
square in which the dramshop is to 
be kept shall signa petition asking for such 
license to keep a dramshop therein, which said 
petition shall be flied in the office of the Clerk of 
the County Court, and by said Clerk laid before 
the court at the first term thereafter, and be re- 
newed on the 4th day of July every year there- 
after, and in default of renewing ot said petition 
said court or Clerk sbah have no power to issue 
such license thereafter until the same is re- 
newed. Every the provisions

Petition for Rehearina in the Towa 
Constitutional Amendment Case. 
Des Mornes, Ia., Mareh 13.—(Special,]— 
The Attorney-Ge neral filed today with the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court a petition for a 
rehearing in the Davenport amendment case. 
The petiuon # has been made beeause 
of the fact it nad been suggested the 
case hes been settled; that the majority 
ovinion filed In January is satisfactory to 
both parties litigant, and that they do not pro- 
pose, if they can avoid it, to have the case 
reopened for further argument. 

THE PETITION. 

The petition says: 

We sball fastest that we have the right. If 
the case has been settied it was done within 
thirty days from the time the opinion was filed 
and before an execution or procedendo could be 
issued, during which time judgment was sus- 

nded. Additional consideration by the court, 

upon further serine by the counsel on 
either side, can be b ful to no one who de- 
sires the right of the matter declared. Grave 
political and constitutional questions are.pre- 
sented,and the gg deliberation based upon 
the most thorou research, can only give 
weight to the opinion that may finally be reached 


by this court. ore than this, if the 
majority opinion is wrong, as we are 
insisting it is, there. is not only due to. 


the State, but to this court and every member 
thereof, that opinion be corrected. There is 
scarcely a volume of reports extant of this or 
any other Court of Appeals but in which we 
find one or more Opinions overruling former 
opinions, and times almost without number do 
we find this to be so in cases on rehearing be- 
tween the same parties and in the same case; 
and this, ail will agree, is to the very great 


credit of the .courts. It can only 
be said by the parties litigant in

very best obvious reasons, that a rehearing may 
to them seem suggestive of a possible change 
in vocation.

High License in Le Claire, Scott Coun- 
ty, Ia. 

Davenport, Ia., March 13.—[Special.]— 
An instance of the satisfactory working of 
high license is found in the Village of Le 
Claire, in this (Scott) county. The town has 
a population of about 1,300, and it is the 


headquarters for steamboat-men, more so 


thap any other point between St. Louis and 
St. Paul. There are five saloons, each pay- 
ing a licence of $300 per ‘year. These 
saloons have one or more billiard-tables each, 
for which they pay an additional license of 
$25 for each table. The license is printed on 
a sheet eighteen by twenty-four inches, 
framed and required to be hung in a con- 
spicuous place in front of the bar, and kept 
in sight at all times. These obligations are 
printed upon the license, and signed by the 
saloonkeeper to which it is issued: 

1 will not permit minors to lviter in my 
saloon. 

I gill not permit a customer already under 
the influence of liquor to drink in my saloon. 

I will not permit my, saloon to be open before 
4 o'clock a. m. or after ‘clock p. m. 

1 will not permit my saloon to be open on the 
Sabbath-day or allow drinking therein. 

I will not permit gambling in my saloon. 

A violation of any one of these obligations 
works the forfeiture of the license, also a 
fine, and prohibits the saloonkeeper from 
again obtain a license. During the last 
twelve months the high-license system 
has worked admirably. During the 
two preceding years there was nominal 
prohibition, but the name was disgraced, and 
the traffic under little or no control. The 
best citizens say that prohibition not only did 
not prohibit, but that it was an utter failure, 
so much so that at the last two elections the 
municipal officers were elected without op- 
positiou—all pledged to high license.

Judge Kelley So Prog ounces the Alleged

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 13.—[Special.]— 
The attention of Judge William D. Ketley was 
drawn yesterday to a special dispatch in the 
Press, from Pittsburg, in which several promi- 
nent constitutional lawyers were quoted as say- 
ing that they had doubts as to the constitution- 
ality of the recently-enacted Tax the Tariff bill. 
Judge Kelley read the article over very care- 
fully, and then expressed the very decided 
opinion that to attempt to attack and tariff 
law on its constitutionality was the veriest non- 
sense imaginable. He said there is no question 
in the mind of any lawyer as to the 
constitutionality of the Tariff din as 
passed by Congress. ‘The author of the articie 
quotes Senator Sherman, on alleged informa- 
tiom, as having said that he regards the bill as 
of doubtful constitunonality. 

Having discussed this very feature with Sen- 
ators Morrill, Sherman, Dawes, Edmunds, and 
Hale—ali of whom participated in the contro- 
versy of 1872, in what has been referred to as a 
parallel case—J can say that not one of them 
bas the slightest doubt of the constitution- 
ality of this law. This [with some em- 
phasis) is pure bosh. The truth is that 
the manufacturers of the country are 
not fighting the bills. The manufacturers of 
Pittsburg are not fightimgit. The hostility to 
the bill, so fur as the direct expressions of hos- 
tility have reached me, is confined to individu- 
als who may be named on the fingers of one 
hand.

THE REFORM DIRECTOR OF UNION PA- 
CIFIO 


Mr. Charles Frantis Adams Jf. has been a 
great reformer in his day and generation, but 
at last he has gone into business with Mr. 
Jay Gould! Ulis papers, “A Chapter on 
Erie,” “An Erie Raid,“ and The Railroad 
System,” consisting of the sub-fities “ Rail- 
road Consolidation,“ Stock- Watermg.“ 
and other papers, gladdened the heart of 
many an anti-monopolist. Mr. Adams has 
shown more tn detail the villainy of railway 
management in this country than any other 
writer. That he ts still ateformer is to be 
presumed, notwithstanding Mr. Gould has 
caused him to be chosen a Director in the 
Union Pacifie Rallway Company. The pre- 
sumption is that Gould wants to be reformed, 
and that he has selected Mr. Adams as his 
mentor. 

In his celebrated paper on Stock-Water- 
mag Mr. Adams showed years ago the im- 
mense superiority of Mr. Gould over Mr. 
Vanderbilt in injecting water inte stock. He 
said: The line from Chicago to New York 
represents now but $60,000 to the mile, as the 
result of many years of inflation, while the 
line between Omaha and Sacramento begins 
life with the cost of $115,000 per mile. It 
would be safe to say that the road cost con- 
siderably less than one-half of this sum. The 
difference is the price paid fof every vicious 
element of railroad-construction, entailing 
future taxation on trade; tens of millions of 
tietitious capital; a road bulit on the sale of 
its bonds, and with the aid of subsidies; every 
element of real outiay recklesly exaggerated, 
and thie whole at some futute day is to make 
itself felt as a burden on the trade which it is 
to create,” 

Mr. Adams comes into power in the Union 
Pacific when the burden he 80 graphically 
describes rests heavily on the trade which 
has been created. He will, of course, move 
in the Board of Directors at the next meeting 
to tap the stock of the Union Pacific and let 
out the water. And Mr. Gould will second 
the motion. In support of his second Mr. 
Gould will state that, having determined to 
reform, he has selected the most noted rail- 
way-reformer in the country to lead him out 
of the crooked paths of stock-waterine into 
the straight and narrow path of honest deal- 
ing with the public. There may be a little 
surprise on the part of the other Directors, 
but they are familiar with Mr. Gould’s meth- 
ods, and it is to be hoped and expected that 
they will vote to have the stock of fhe road 
tapped and the water run off, 

Mr. Adams is a prudent man, and he will 
doubtless move cautiously in reforming Mr. 
Gould. The water in Mr. Gould’s stocks 
should not all be let out at once; it might 
produce a flood! There should be no scan- 
dal in the operation gither. As Mr. Gould 
has determined to reform and Mr. Adams 
has consented to reform him, no disclosures 
as to the peculiar methods pursued in 
injecting water into Mr. Gonld’s stocks 
should be made while the water is 
being drawn off. If any one is curi- 
ous on this subject let him refer to Mr. 
Adams’ book, entitled“ Chapters of Erie“ 
(“O- that mine enemy would write a book). 
There he will find how Mr. Gould filled his 
stocks with water from courts and Legisla- 
tures, how to get water he became a Dem- 
erat in a Demoeratic district, a Republican 
ina Republican district, and doubtful in a 
doubtful distriev’ ; how, in a word, he dropped 
his pail into any well where there was water, 
and hever ceased to explore its depths until 
the well was exhausted. The curious per- 
son may also refer to Mr. Adams’ book for 
interesting details ef the operations of the 
now almost forgotten ‘Crédit Mobilier.” 
He will learn there how that omniverous in- 
stitution swallowed all the assets of the 
Union Pacific, became the Union Pacific in 
fact, and piled fortunes into the laps of its 


members. Mr. Adams called it then “the | 


Pacific Railroad ring.“ He says: The 
members of it were in Congress; they were 
trustees for the bondholders, they were Di- 
rectors, they were stockholdérs, they were 
contractors; in Washington they ‘voted the 
subsidies; in New York they received 
them; upon the piains they expended them; 
and in the Crédit Mobilier they dividéd them. 
Ever-shifting eharacters, they were ubiqui- 
tous—now engineering a bill and now a 
bridge—they receiVed money into one hand 
as a corporation and paid it into the other 
as a contractor. As stockholders they owned 
the road, as mortgagees they had a lien upon 
it, as Directors they contracted for its con- 
struction, and as members of the Crédit Mo- 
bilier they built it.” 

No doubt the first act of Mr. Adams as a 
Direetor was the purchase of a copy of_his 
“Obapters of Erie“ for each of his fellow- 
Directors. By reading the book the board 
will anders how to go about the busi- 
ness of undoing what the ©rédit Mobilier so 
successfully accomplished. It is rarely that 
a veteran reformer is invited into the very 
citadel of the abuses he has been fighting 
with instructions to lay waste the camp of 
the enemy. It were should be a hitch in the 
reform program the public may look for the 
resignation of Mr. Adams. 


NOMINATION OF MR. LBITER. 

There fs no doubt that the selection of Mr. 
Leiter by the “Committee of Bighteen” as 
an independent candidate for Mayor, to run 
on a platform of high but -graded license, 
was made entirely without his knowledge, 
and his willingpéss te be a candidate is se 
qualified and festricted by his definition of 
the platform on which he would be willing to 
stahd that it is questionable whether the mat- 
ter will go farther: Mr. Leiter, in his tele-

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present demands admirably: He is emi- 
nently fespectable, has énjoyed @ distin- 
guished business success, has no sympathy 
with low-dewn politicians, and no patience 
with thé dépraved influences which surround 
the present Municipal Government, and if 
elected Mayor he would insist upon an ad- 
ministration of city affairs to comport with 
public deeency and business principles. But 
the present political situation in Chicago sug- 
gests the old saw that “you must catch 
your hare before you eat him.“ It isa mat- 
ter of considerable doubt whether Mr. Leiter 
can capture the Mayoralty as against Mr. 
Harrison. 

Mr. Leiter is not hear enough to fie peo- 
ple to awaken any enthusiasm in a local 
campaign. Ile has always been a Democrat, 
but has never identified himself conspicu- 
ously with his party nor aroused party pride. 
His Democratic: affiliations would not of 
themselves alienate the votes of Republicans 
who condemn Harrison’s methods, but on 
the other hand he has no personal magnetism 
which would appeal to both parties in a citi- 
zens’ movement for improved city govern- 
ment. The chief obstacle to the success of 
such a movement now is the apparent leth- 
argy of the people, and the special demand 
is for a candidate who would arouse publile 
iuterest. 

A nomination by the Committee of Eight- 
den“ carries with it no weight except as it 
may meet with a popular response and com- 
mend itself to the Republican party as an 
available means to head off a third term for 
Harrison. In case the Democrats run Har- 
rison and the Republicans a regular candi- 
date of their ewn an independent mevement 
with a third ticket in the field would pro- 
mote Harrison’s chances for election, There 
is reason to believe that the Republicans are 
willing to surrender mere pafty advantage 
and throw their strength for the time being 
to an independent Democrat if the latter can 
promise to make Hafrison’s defeat easier 
and stirer than it would be in the regular 
order of things. But there will be no induce- 
ment to the Republicans to take this position 
if the independent candidate selected by the 
Citizens’ Committee ghall not be able to call 
out a lively interest and an energetic effort 
on the part of the people to elect him. If Mr. 
Leiter be not that sort of man it will be an 
injustice to him, to the Democrats who want 
to vote against Harrison, to the Republicans 
who are willing to sacrifice party considera- 
tion, and to all the people who hope for a 
change in the character of our City Govern- 
ment, to placé hith in a false position.

COMPLETION OF THE NEW CITY-HALL. 
It is to be hoped that the Legislature will 
pay no attention whatever to the resolution 
adopted at the last meeting of the City Coun- 
cil asking for the special exemption of the 
Oity-Ilall now in process of construction 
from thé tax limitation of 2 per cent. The 
rapid completion of that building is highly 
desirable on all accounts, and it is to be 
equally deplored that the work must be re- 
tarded by insuffictency of funds. But this 
condition does not justify a departure from 
the law limiting the aggregate of taxation 
for municipal purposes to 2 per cent on the 
assessed valuation of real and personal 
property. The precedent of special exemp- 
tions is too dangerous to warrant its estab- 
lishment on any account whatsoéver. 

The Council betrayed its usual ignorance 
by recommending that a special exception 
be made in the case of the Chicago City-Hall. 
This could not be done lawfully. It would 
be in the nature of speciai legislation, which 
is expressly prohibited by the Constitution. 
In order to afford the desired relief it would 
be necessary to pass a general law exempting 
public buildings from the present limitation. 
But such a law would open the door to con- 
tractors’ rings and corrupt combinations 
which might be as costly as to authorize the 
city to increase its debt beyond the present 
constitutional limitation of 5 per cent on the 
assessed valuation of property; it would be 
as dangerous as to rémove all limit on the 
rate of taxation. The Legislature will prob- 
ably refuse to give this Aldermanic project 
any serious consideration, and such refusal 
will be the better justified because the prop- 
osition emanated from Aid, Hildreth. 

Even if the privilege of raising by in- 
creased taxation $500,000 or $600,000 for the 
immediate completion of the OCity-Iall wert 
commendable on all otifer aceounts, there is 
one imperative reason for not adopting the 
plan recommended in Hildreth’s resolution 
—viz.: double the amount of revenue re- 
quired may be raised by the Conneil without 
increasing the rate of taxation on property. 
By fixing saloon-licenses at §500 a year the 
Council may secure an additional revenue of 
$1,200,000, which would suffice to complete 
the City-Hall during the present year, 
provide a larger police-force, continue the 
work of street improvements, and furnish 
inany other necessary conveniences and ¢om- 
forts for the community. So long as the 
Council has this ready means at its com- 
mand and refuses to use it in order to main- 
tain twice as many rum-holes as Mere ought 
to be the State Legislature will seareely feel 
warranted in interfering to abolish a prudent 
limit to general taxation. In this question 
ot revenue the present City Government is 
met at every point by its subservience to the 
saloon interests. Not one additional dollar 
of taxation in any shape should be author- 
ized, either by surrendering the present lim- 
itation or by increasing the present rate of 
assessments, until ‘the saloons shall be re 
quired to pay a tax commensurate with the 
extraordinary privileges they enjoy and the 
enormous expense they inflict upon the com- 


munity. 
LAND TROUBLES IN GREAT BRITAIN. 
Long before the British Government shall 
be able to placate the Irish it will have 
another land problem to solve in England 
‘The English farmers are aiready in a bad 
way. Their distress is attributed largely to 
the shrinkage in the gold stock and conse- 
quent rise in the value thereof. The money 
they get for their produce is reduced in 
proportion to this morease of value, but 
they ate still regulred to pay out as much 
as before for taxes, labor, interest, and rent. 
The price of labor has been Kept up by 
strikes and emigration, and also by the im- 
proved civilization of the laborer, to whom 
education is giving better weapons for de- 
tending his rights as well as increased 
wants. The Government nothing in 
its demands, and the money is more 
exacting, if anything, by reason of 
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their farms, and the Government may help 
by legislation looking to a proper system of 
appraisals. But all tifis, which will proba- 
bly be tardy and inadequate, will not avert 


the ultimate necessity for widespread divis-. 


jon of the land and individual ownership, 
which is the only Condition which makes the 
agricultural pursult endurable. Already 
some Of the largest owners of Irish lands who 
have fought the conceasions proposed by the 
Gevernment at every step are beginning to 
see that tie Trish Land bill does not go far 
enough, and recommend that the facilities 
for purchase be increased. The effect of the 
distress among the farmers in England, with 
the floods and stotms and the decreasing ca- 
pacity of overworked soil, will be to promote 
the principle of individual ownership for En- 
land as well as Ireland, and the English 
farmers will not be obliged to encounter the 
prejudices against which the Trish people 
has had to contend: still the solution of the 
land troubles in England will be a long and 
dreary work. 


Mr. Ropert P. Porrer, who was supe 
posed to represent the views of Pig-Iron ”’ 
Kelley on the Tariff Commission, has been 
traveling in England and Scotland avowed- 
ly for the purpose of observing the condition 
of the laboring classes in those countries. 
The result of his alleged investigations was 
given to the American public through the 
columns of the New York Tribunein the 
form of letters over Mr. Porter’s signature. 
In these communications a dreadful piet- 
ure was drawn of the moral, physic- 
al, and social degradation of the Brit- 
ish mechanics and operatives, and 
their melancholy sit@ation was enlarged 
upon at length. Great Britain has no pto- 
tective tariff, and Mr. Porter pointed his 
moral accordingly, and intimated that all the 
terrible things which he supposed himself to 
have seen were the outgrowth of free trade. 
Then the contrast Was made between the 
British and the American workingman, and 
the traveled Tariff Commissioner showed 
how incomparably better off than his En- 
glish brother was the man who lived in a 
country where there was a duty of $6.72 per 
ton on pig-iron and of 20 per cent on lumber. 
His letters, however, have called out testi- 
mony on the other side, and we republish 
this morning from the Tribune two commu- 
nicatlons—one from a Pennsylvanian and 
the other from a Scotchman—which sadly in- 
terferé with Mr. Porter’s facts, and by 80 do- 
ing make a very serious hole in his high-tar- 
iff arguments.

His first 
venture was with one of Mrs. Wood's stories, 
and it took him some time to make up bis mind 
to risk it.

DIXON'S DAY. | 


The Warden of the dennty i 
Honorably Relieved of 
Charges Against Him. 


A Verdict of Not Guilty” Ordered by 
the Court, and a Nelle Pros, En- 
tered by the State’s- Attorney. 


Text of the Affidavit Made by Steveus 
Charging Commissioner Albright 
with Conspiracy. 


Stevens Arrested for Falsifying Pablfe” Retard 


Dixon Declares Me Will Proseeute 
Albright to the Bud. 


The Case Against Warden Dixon 
Thrown Out of Couft—Stevens in 


Jail. 


As was generally expected, the ease of Ward- 


en Dixon, Charred id the Criminal Court with 
falsifying the County Hospital records, termi- 
nated very suddenly yesterday morning. Com- 
missioner Aibright, who has engineered the case 
against Dixon, and his attorney, Mt. Plummer, 
were in court quite early, and Mr. Dixon and 
Mr. Storrs put in an appearance soon after. 
Judge Williamson took his seat on the beneh at 
10, and State’s-Attorney Milis arose and stated 
that in view of the fact that Stevens, the wit- 
ness upon whose testimony they depended for 
conviction, had 80 thoroughly disappointed 
them, the prosecution had décided to move that 
the jury be instructed to fender a verdict of not 
guilty in the case. The court accordingly 80 in- 
striicted the jury. Subsequently Mr. Milis asked 
to enter a nolle prosequ! in the ese of the second 
indictment against Dixon for detaeing another 
book, in which it was thought by the prosecn- 
tion Stevens would be the main witness. This 
was also granted. 

Stevens, who was in the court- room during 
this procéeding, left along with the jury, but it 
was not lob before a Bailiff brought him in, and 
Mr. Mills informed the court that he had been 
arrested on a charge of 

FALSIFYING THE RECORDS 
that it was originally alleged Mr. Dixon had 
changed. Mr. Mills also asked that, ia view of 
the press of regular business, the examination 
of the charge be postponed until Saturday next. 
the accused being placed under not loss than 
$2,000 bonds. 

Judge Williamson said that as fhe accused had 
in the course of the testimony given ou the pre- 
vious day acknowledged that he had torn the 
lea ves from the stock- ook of the hospital, and 
had made various erasures and faise entries, and 
as he was at wat time virtually an officer Of tne 
hospital he saw no reason why prompt action 
should not de taken in the case. 

Stevens spoke up somewhat nervously, and 
complained that he had not been given a chatice 
to state Who had been his accomplice in the job 
he bad acknowledged doihg, and, pointing wis 
tinger at him, said: “The gehtieman is in the 
court-room who assisted tie. There he is— Mr. 
Albright.”’ 

The court said that he would first have to 
stand trial for the Otfense he had acknowledged, 
and that that was no place to make such a 
charge, as it would not lessen bis gutt. Ha 
would dispose of the euse by ete the ao 
cused for exzmination by the grand jury in 
ponds of $2,000, in default of whith he would be 
committed to the Cou ty Jail. 

A Bailiff stepped forward immediately and 
removed the aceused to the bastile. 

Comiissioner Albright and Mr. Plummer were 
naturally 

VERY MUCH CHAGRINED, 
and Mr. Dixon and his attorney were correspond- 
ingly efated at the result Of the case agninst the 
Warden. Mr. Albright unbesitatme¢ly pro- 
notificed Stevens a perjurer, while Mr. Dixon 
cha that Albright bad been instrumental in 
cooking up the job on bim.

The house fs one of 
the oldest in the city, and has been widely 
known throughout the country for many 
years. The firm has made an assignment to 
W. J. Osborn, a lawyer. eferences are 
given to the following creditors in the order 
named: Sazerac de Forge et Fils, of An- 
gouleme, Franee: F. W. Cozens & Co,, of 
Jerez, Spain; J. Girardeau, of La Rochelle, 
France; J. Latimer, of St. Croix, Danish West 
Indies; A. Fleming, of St. Croix; the Bank 
of the New York National Banking .Associ- 
ation. The sums due their ereditors are not 
stated. The other preferencés are: Mer- 
chants’ National Bank $25,000, and Measrs. 
Platt & Woodward $48,000. The last-men- 
tioned two creditors are preferred above all 
others, for the n provides that, if 
the assets of the insoivent Urm are not suff 
cient to discharge in full allthe debts men- 
tioned, the Merchants’ National Bank and 
Platt & Woodward shall be pale in full, and 
the others profata. The liabilities are esti- 
mated at between $400,000 and 38300, 000. 

AN OLD FIRM 


The assets consist of a lafge quantity of 
whisky in dond and a cousiderable stock of 
wines and brandies. The firm is how com- 
posed of F. E. Ives, J. S. Beecher, C. A. Tut- 
tle, and P. C. Burke, and was organized in 
Octeber, 18585, under the name of Ives, 
Beecher & Co. At that time the three first 
named gentiemen comprised the firm. A 
few years afterward Mr. Burke, who was 
formerly its bookkeeper, Was admitted to 
partnership. Mc. lyes was the finaneial man- 
ager and Mr. Beecher attended to thé sales 
interests. For twenty years the firm has 
occupied its present building. ‘The business 
carried on was mainly in whisky and gins. 
Of late it did a large importing business in 
wines. Its paper was largely held by banks, 
and wa’ negotiated by Piatt & Woodward. 
Lately there was some difficulty experienced 
in selling its paper, ou account of the 
stringericy of the market and the general 
depression in the whisky trade. ‘The firm’s 
bank account was small, not reaching over 

50,000, and this indebtedness was moatly on 

vreign transactions. The credit of the firm 
was reported good at Bradstreet’s uatil Jan. 
1 of this year. 

CAUSES. 

Mr. Beecher, one of the partners of We 
firm, said today that the cause of the failure 
was owing chiefly to the bad business last 
year. The members of the firm finding that 
they were losing inoney right along, owing 
to the depreciation in prices, thought it bet 
ter to liquidate at the present time than to go 
on too long, when the failure would prob- 
ably be more disastrous. Throughout the 
country, Mr. Beecher said, there had been a 
general feeling of uncertainty for a long 
time. Ever since Congress nad been in ses- 
sion there had been a heavy depression 
in the whisky trade, and they were large 
holders of whisky, and the failure of Con- 
gress to pass the nded Extension Whisky 
bill had affected the trade greatly; and be- 
sides the stringency of the money market 
had also affected them. The depreciation 
andshrinkage had been very large, and they 
determined to stop at once and vg em! 
debts as far as they éould. It the. nded 
Extension bill had passed, Mr. Beecher said, 
the firm would have felt different and prob- 
abiy would have not gone under. 

‘Then the failure is due te the non-pas- 
sage of the Whisky bill?” 

“Yes, you can say it was, for had it passed 
without doubt we should have kept on.” 

Mr. Beecher said that the firm did not owe 
a dollar for goods. Their indebtedness was 
mostly to banks. Mr. Beecher is part owner 
of tire firm of J. M. Atherton & Co., distillers,

PROSPECTS ron A CONTEST. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 13.—({Special. ]—

THE COMMISSION GETTING DOWN ro WORK. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 13.— [Special. — 
Raiiroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
Brainard. and Strattan have been here today 
looking over matters at the office of the com- 
mission and leave tonight for Chicago where, 
as announced in Tux TriBuNE several days 
ago, the board will meet tomorrow to inves- 
tigate and pass upon two or three matters of 
interest to shippers and receivers of grain.

about the Ist of April. 

The war between the railroad companies 
and the Chicago Board of Trade is not un- 
likely to take anew shoot.

COMMITTEE WORK. 
RELIEF FOR SHAWNEETOWN, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 13,—{Special,]— 
The Senate Judiciary Committee had two 
distinct and separate rackets this afternoon 
which held it in session up to6 o’clock, and 
made things interesting for everybody pres- 
ent. The first was over the House bill appro- 
priating $50,000 for the Shawneetown suffer- 
ers. Bluford Wilson, of Springfield, Bris- 
tow’s famous Solicitor of the Treasury De- 
partment, was on hana with Pool, Ridgway, 
and Carroll, of Shawneetown, to argue the 
case for them. Senator Campbell, early in 
the engagement, moved to reduce the 
amount to $30,000, the same as the 
Senate bill, and explained how the com- 
mittee, taking the delegation’s statements 
as a basis several days ago, had calculated 
that this amount would feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked, and supply medicine to 
the sick until the town was rehabilitated. 

Maj. Wilson opposed the amendment, inti- 
mated that $50,000 was little enough, and 
tried to give the impression that Gov. Hamil- 
ton and Fred Wiggs had recommended §100,- 


000. : 
Senator Campbell, with some earnestness, 

asked if he didn’t know this was to cover 

both present needs and the cost of rebuild- 
ing levees, and Maj. Wilson finally. ad- 
mitted that it might be, but that he didn’t 
know it. At any rate, $50,000 was 
no more than was necessary to supply tem- 
porary wants and enable the sufferers to re- 
puild the waste places, and the Legislature 
would show its generosity most intelligently 
if it appropriated for the future rather than 
for the present. 

Senator Campbell insisted that the present 
and future should be kept apart just now, 
and that the committee’s business wag to 
provide’ for immediate necessities. ‘There 
was a Levee billin the Senate and the com- 
mittee would attend to that when it came 
along. For one, he was willing to appropri- 
ate $30,000, which had deen ascertained to be 
sufficient for present necessities, but. not a 
cent for property destroyed, 

The committee sided with him, the amount 
was reduced to $30,000, and the bill will be 
reported back with that amendment. 

THE EXPRESS BILL. 

The other racket came ug over Farmer 
W hiting’s familiar Express bill which was 
killed the other day, then revived, and sent 
to the committee to quarrel over. Whiting 
made his usual argument for the measure, 
and intimated that everybody who opposed 
the bill did so from interested if not merce 
nary motives. This riled Rinehart, who tore 
himself loose from his meorings and went 
for the Bureau County farmer without 
gloves. Nothing dismayed, Whiting came 
back at him and made another vigorous de- 
fense of the Dill. 

Senator Dunean also took hand in the 
mélée, and succeeded in raising a question 
of veracity with Whiting as to something 
which had occurred in another committee. 
The lie with circumstance was given on both 
sides, but both the now angry statesmen 
were hauled apart, sponged off, and cooled 
down, and no blood flowed. Finally, Whit-- 
ing moved to adjourn. The vote was a tie 
5 to 5—but Senator Hunt, who. presided and 
bad the casting ‘vote, and who was literally 
tired out, voted for an adjournment. The 
agony was thus prolonged until another day. 
and Whiting secured at least a temporary 
victory.

PURE PRIMARIES AND PAWNBROKERS. 

The Senate Committee on Municipalities

A THRILLING SCENE, 


Flames Envelep a Slecping-Car Full 
of Passengers—Their Mair-Sreadth 
Escape. 

Pirtspure, Pa., March 15.—[Special.]— 
The passengers occupying one of the Pull- 
man sleepers drawn by the Western express, 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad, had athrilling 
experien ce at Wilmore Station, a few miles 
this side of Altoona, shortly after 5 o’clock 
this morning. The train had passed Cres- 
son, and was nearing Wilmore, with all 
aboard oblivious of their danger, when a 
tiny tongue of flame shot out from among 
the curtains near the end of the rear car, 
gradually but surely developing into an 
alarming blaze. 

A passenger in berth No. 1, Mr. Pallern, of 
Baltimere, who was not sleeping very heavily 
at the time, was aroused by the smell of the 
burning tapestry, and an instant later he 
sprang outof his berth, fully alert to the 
peril of the moment, and gave the alarm. 
Immediately all was confusion, and the oc- 


cupants of the berths jumped out to find the 
car enveloped jn flame. A dozen persons 
ran to the doors, but finding the train still 
in motion pulled the beil-cord. Owing to 
the right sixnal not being given, however, 
the engineer paid no attention to it until it 
had been pulled several times. In the mean- 
time the wildest excitement prevailed, 
and the passengers ran hither and thither. not 
knowing what to do. Several ladies fainted 
and a number were with difficulty prevented 
from jumping off. 

The train was finally brought to a stand- 


still, and the occupants of the car rushed’ 


out. Some of them were in their night- 
clothes, while others succeeded in saving 
enough of their effects to make themselves 
appear respectable. The fire had not been 
discovered a moment too soon, as by the 
time the train stopped and the occupants of 
the burning car had escaped the whole 
sleeper was one mass of flame, and inside of 
ow minutes was a heap of smouldering 
les. 

Of the twenty-six passengers who had oc- 
cupied the burned car, twenty were gentle- 
men, four were ladies, and the others were 
children. Fortunately none of them were in- 
jured. As they stepped from the train they 
presented a motley appearance. Some of 
them were wrapped in blankets; others were 
without hats and bonnets, and still others 
had no shoes. Among the passengers were 
General-Pension-Agent Dudley, Col. Benja- 
min Wilson, an ex-Congressman of West 
Virginia; Gen. Calkins, of Indiana; Col.

that exploded at Rochelle. and decided that the 
explosion was caused by an insuflicient quantity 
oft water in the boiler, and not, as it bas been 
intimated, through any imperfection in the con- 
strucdoun of the engine.

FINISUING: THE CIPY-HALL. 

Mayor Harrison was asked yesterday what he 
thought of Ald. Hifdreth’s proposition to take 
the City-Hall out of the 2 per cent limitation, 
and raise money for its completion independent 
of the general levy for municipal purposes. 

“It is the only way the buliding can be fin- 
ished,” said he. I have put such a recom- 
mendation in my message, which I expected to 
read to the Council Monday night, but it wasn't 
ready. Hildreth introduced his resolution at 
my suggestion. It is economy to taish the 
City- Hell and get the Lenefit of it. Upwards of 
$1,000,000 spent on it is fdie. The cost of com- 
pleting it will not be greater than the value of 
the *rookery’ lot. If we raise money to fipish 
it we will have an opportunity of leasing this 
property, and the money obtained in the way of 
rent wil pay full interest upon the amount ex- 
pended tor the completion of the City-Hall, 
‘Therefore, as a business proposition, it is a good 
move. Taxution will be increased, but not very 
materially, as it will take two years to make the 
structure ready for occupancy. 

Controller Gurney coneurre? in the Mayor's 
views. It would take between $500,000 and $600, - 
000 to complete the City- Hall and furnish it, and 
if the people wanted it occupied they must sub- 

mit to being taxed. The recent appropriations 
hardly kept pace with the depreciation of the 
property. 

LAWLER AND THE TOILING MASSES. 

As was supposed to be the case, Ald. Lawler’s 
resolution in regard to the employment of po- 
licemen and firemen at mechanical work was 
buncombe and intended for the lobby. 

“No firemen are employed in such a way 
now,” said ChiefSwenie yesterday. But from 
May until August four or five are detailed to 
caicimine and paint the department buildings. 
When a new floor is needed the men put it down. 
It woutdn’t do to hire outside men and have halt 
a dozen look at them while at work. OUccasion- 
ally, a man nils upa hole with brick. Whenever 
a fireman is sent away from his company to 
work a substitute is put in his place. it has al- 
ways been the cugtom to detail firemen for odd 
ode The painters and caiciminers are satis- 
led, as they have their nights and Sundays off 


| when at work, but they have to respond toa 


second alarm. The other men when at work 
have to respond to the first alarm. We are 
obliged to fall back on the men for this mechan- 
ical work, as we baven'’t the money to employ 
outside belp. It is done in ali the other depart- 
ments in the country.“ 

Said Superintendent Doyle: We have some 
men detailed to do carpenter work—build the 
patrol-barns—and we make all of our boxes ex- 
cept the iron parts. Two men are employed as 
painters, one as a plumber, and one as superin- 
tendent of masonry. There are aboutten de- 
tailed for mechanical work now. Only one or 
two of them. however, are regularly laid off. A 
mat does a little carpenter work today and goes 
on beat tomorrow. in summer two men do the 
needed calcimining. I would like to see the 
Council appropriate enough to employ outside 
help, but as long as it doesn't we have w get 
niong inside the department. It bas always 
been the custom to detail men for such jobs, 
and money is saved by it.’ 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT ANSWERS QUESTIONS 
PROPOUNDED BY A PATRON. 

CnicaGco, March 10.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—As to our public schools, I would like, through 
your columns, to say a word—not in a fault-find- 
ing spirit, but for possible improvement. 

1. Why is the recess being abandoned in some 
schools? Is it safe to do so? 

2. Why cannot scholars read daily instead of 
semi-mouthiy? 

3. Why do the schools close so often and upon 
such pretexts as the weather, teachers’ meet- 
ings, and gala days? 

4.. Contributions by the children for pictures 
and books is, no doubt, commendabie, if they 
are to remain permanently in the sonool- room, 
but should hardly include pianos. 

5. Allusion to general and choice topics of the 
day is an occasional practice of some teachers 
that is, in mv opinion, a sensible one. 

6. 1 think that much more might be done by 
some teachers to give the children “ the ideas 
contained in studies, whether or not the rule is 
memorized. 

7. Parents will readily agree that teachers 
should be empiosed who are capabie of discern- 
ing and checking any openly immoral actions 
and influences. 

8 Why should the transfer of children to an- 
other school retard their progress materially, as 
is pow generally believed? G. 


Mr. George Howland, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools, in answer to the above questions 
said: 

I. At the beginning of the year recess was 
abandoned at my suggestion, as I deemed it 
much more beneficial to the scholars to devote 
that time to some healthy and quiet indoor ex- 
ercise, and the new plan has proved highly sat- 
isfactory. 

* 2. In all schools,, and in aimost every grade, 
the scholars read from ove to three times each 
day. Inafew of the higher grades they read 
from three to four times a week. 

“3. Ine schools are ciosed less than they have 
ever been before: and then only on legal holi- 
days aud one-half hour each month, to enable 
the teachers to attend the monthly meeting. At 
the last meeting of the board it was decided to 
close the schools on Good Friday, so that will 
make an extra holiday. 

“4. lam not aware that any of the children 
have contributed towards buying a piano. 
Some time ago such a move was made by the 
Skinner School, but Judge Skinner presented 
the school with an instrument. 

The remaining questions scarcely require an- 
swerin except perhaps the last one: Trans- 
terri scholars from one school to another’ 
should not retard their progress, unless they go 
from a good teacher to one one of less ability.”

A KILLING IN THE TOWN OF LAKE Ar- 

TRIBUTABLE TO WHISKY AND PURE CUSS- 

EDNESS. 

At about half-past 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in the district knowo as The Paten.“ in the 
Town of Lake, Joha Weish, a youth of 19 years, 
was shot and killed by some unknown person,

He then 
waiked down Forty-third street and entered 
Flinn's saloon, and had several more drinks. 
Then he went through the alleyway to 8 
boarding-house, where, after calling for bis 
breakfast, he entered the bedrooms of the men 
above named and insisted upon their accom- 
panying him to Flinn’s safoon to Dave some 
more whisky. The gang had just 
returned from a night's debauch, but they a- 
cepted the invitation and went to Flinn’s, where 
several rounds of whisky were disposed of. 
While taking the last drink Croniu drew from 
his pocket a thirty-eighi-calibre revolver and 
turned the chamber in a careless manner, in the 
meantime indulging ia some drunken talk. A 
game of “sevyen-up” was proposed, and four 
gumes were played. About lO o'clock, when 
the entire party was drunk. they lett for their 

boarding-bouse. Breakfast, however, was not 
ready, and Cronin and McGilligan went into the 
yard in the rear of the house. About a quarter 
of an hour afterward Weish bad left his house 
and repaired to a closet near the alley. 

Through the doorof the closet he could be 
seen by Cronin and McGiiligan, and a few min- 
utes later as he came out four shots were fired, 
one of which bit the unfortunate boy. He was 
taken into the bouse, at No. 553 Forty-third 
street, where be lived with his aged mother, an 
died, after making a few ineffectual efforts to 
speak.sCronin and McGilligan were seen in their 
celis after the sbooting, and denied all com- 
plicity in the murder. A revoiver, which was 
identified as Cronin’ 3 was found ma barrel of 
flour near the scene during the afternoon.

LIBEL“EXCESSIVE DAMAGES+UNSUPPORT 

fp STATEMENTS OF cOUNSEL ~ NEW 

TRIAL. 

A judgment for $20,000 damages for an al- 
lered libel published in the New York Herald was 
rédovered by the plaintiff in the case of Malloy 
vs. Bennett; brought in the Ubired S.ates Circuit 
Court. Southern District of New York, and on u 
motion for a new trial on thé ground that the 
verdict Was excessive the point was made that the 
court bad misied the jury in refusing to instruct 
them that they should di rd certain state- 
or thade by the plaintiff’ 6 counsel upon bis 
pening of the case wuton he did not sustain by 
er A new trial was granted on that 
ground. Judge Wallace in the opinion Said: 
“The refusal to give the Charge requested is 
net, in view of the otnef idetrucdues given, er- 
ror, and im an erdina verdict would not de- 
serve attention, but with this verdict it starts 
the sugirestion the jury may have milscon- 
ceived the reason Why it bit | withfeid. Solicit- 
ous that the detendant shall have the full and 
exact measure ef justice to which he is entitied, 
and doubting whether the large verdict against 
him may not have been Influenced by misappre- 
hension ou the part of the jury, atrial before a 
second jury is deemed just in the interest of 
justice,” 

STOCK HOLDERS—UNPAID ASSESSMENTS—

The 8 hief Justice, 
Morrison, in thé opinion, sai It is too late, 
after the investment is found unprotitabie and 
debts incurred, for steekhoiders to withdraw 
their subseriptions. They being in general tree 
from versounl responsibility, the capital stock 
constitutes thé sole fund to which us Creditors 
look for a tquidation of their demands, itis 
the basis of the * whieh is extended to the 
corporation a Come and asubtitute for 
the individua Habt ity which exists in other 
cases. So far as the creditors are concerned it is 
rewarded in law as a trust fund, pledged tor the 
payment of ¢ 5 debts of the corporation. — 
therefore, by the wilitulfor stubbora N 
the Directors of stoo bolder’. the corey ails 
to meet its obligations or perform its duties, a 
court of equity will aiford the réquisit relief.“ 
STOCK LOANED—BORROWER USING IT AS 

COLLATERAL SECUIMTY—AIGHTS OF HIS 

CREDITOR. 

A, an owner of shares in a corporation, tent 
the certificates for it to B, sige ting the pewer of 
attorney on the back of e certificates in 
biank. This power contained the usyal authori- 
ty to sell and transfer the stock. used this 
stock as security fora loan from G, giving sare 
the certiGcates, with the powers of attorney, a 
he had received them from ,the owner. ‘Phe 
lonh to B was not paid, and, after the death of 
A. his administrator nléd a bili in equity to have 
the stock in G's bands deciaréd the property of 
A, and to eompei the delivery up of the certifi- 
cates, e court below decided in favor of G, 
aud the case—Utis vs. Gardnér—was appealed to 
the Supreme Court of lilinois, WhO also decided 
jn G’sfavor. Phe Ublef Justice, Scott, in the 
opinion, said: “The rightful possession of the 
certificates, with the blank indorsemenuts and 
powers of attorney théreon, Would give the 
holder authority to fil up the blanks and have

MARRIED WOMAN-—AS TRADER—GOODS USED

PROMISSORY NOTE-—SEAL 
ErR’S NAME—STATUTE OF 

‘DEFENSES. 

The maker of a note added to his name a seal, 
and on the trial ot the action brought upon it 
the taker set up a defense which could not be 
pivaded to a piece of cOtimercial paper. The 
trial Judge devided that the seal did not destroy 
the negotiable character the notę. and gave 
the N judgmen of ‘he case, Rawson va, 
Davidson, was carried by the 15 endant to the 
Supreme Court of Michigan. b oth the judg- 
ment was reversed. The Unie 4 Graves, 
in bis opinion, says: The addition of the seat 
operated to 8 the remedial rights of the 
promisee under thé statute of limitations, 80 
that fe could sue in pete ogg wittin ten years. 
And, also, the seal acted us ua Waiver of partieu- 
lar qualities, as to defenses, and the contract 
was excluded from the description of instru- 
ments declared ‘negotiable’ in Uke manner as 
inland bilis ef exchange according to the cus- 
tom of merchapnts.”’ 

PROMISSORY NOTE—GUARANTY—ABSOLUTE

The Boston & Maine Leases the East- 
ern Bond. 

Boston, Mass., March 13.—[Special.]—The Di- 
rectors of the Eastern and Boston & Maine 
Railroads have accepted ti report of their Con- 
ference Committees, and agreed to the form of 
a lease of the Eastern to the Boston & Maine. 
This action of the Boston & Maine Directors 
was taken last Wednesday when the report of 
the conference committee was made to both 
boards, but the Eastern Directors not being 
ready to act upon it that day, it was mutually 
agreed that they tzould postpone their 
formal decisioa ill today, and that 
in the meantime no statement of the 
matter . should be made public. The 
succesa with which both boards maintained the 
secrecy of their action was as complete as it 
was mutual. Today's meeting of the Eastern 
Directors having concurred with those of the 
other road ju accepting the form of the pro- 
posed lease the injunction was removed and the 
public permitted to know the results reached, 
Of course this vote of the Directors is only pre- 
liminary. The stockholders of both roads must 
ratify this action before it can be carried into 
effect, and should they do so there still remains 
the great obstacle to union, the New Hampshire 
Legisiature, from which an enabling act must 
be secured before the lease can become an ac- 
com plished fact. 

President Lord, of the Boston & Maine, 
stated thie evening that the Directors in taking 
che action they bad were goverued by a desire 
to do what they believed was best for the later- 
ests of the stockholders, who will sanction and 
ratify it, still no one can tell what the stock- 
bolders of a railroaa will do, and it is possibie 
that théy may not prove favorable. As regards 
legisiation none is needed in Maine, a 
bill proposing to probibit the con- 
solidation of these heving been 
introduced jato the Maine . Legisiature a 
few days ago and defeated by the report in- 
expedient to legislate of the Railroad Commit- 
tees being accepted. In Massachusetts the nec-
